Thomas he was placed at Gen, 


Rousseau's headquarters in Nashville 
as assistant inspector, and remained theie 
until the close of the war. In 1865 he 
was married to Miss Isabella Pace, and 
they now have five children 
During the 


last two years of the Arthur administra- 
tion, Gen. Pavey was collector of internal 
revenue for the southern district of Illi- 
nois 
Since then he has been engaged in 


Mount Vernon in merchandising. Jan- 
uary 1, last, his entire pioperty wna swept 
away by fire.

It ap- 
pears that after Mr Walley had staited 
to Blue Mound and the boys had gone 
to tho field, she went to hor wardrobe 
and tukicg out her wedding dress and a 
complete change of clothing, placed them 
in a room where the family would hnd 
them, and then getting her pocket book 
she took out tho money and divided it, 
putting half of it in her husband's pants 
pocket and the other half in her son's. 
This being done, it is supposed she went 
immediately to the kitchen and coolly 
committed the terrible deed 
She made 


but one stroke with tho knife, severing 
hor windpipe and tho mam artones, and 
must have died almost instantly 


Tho funeral services and interment 


took place at Mount Auburn at 4 p. m 
Sunday, Rev. Bankson, of Blue Mound, 
officiating. Deceased joined Bev Bank- 
son's church two weeks before her death. 
Deceased was a niece of R. D. Ward, 
Esq, of Blue Mound, she was m good 
standing in the community and highly 
esteemed by her neighbors, her relations 
with her family, consisting of herself, 
her husband, and one son, 19 years old, 
was, and always had been, most pleasant 
and agreeable.

Judge H. W. Blodgett of Clii cago 
has recently ruled, in Walker vs. 
Tribune

States Circuit Court, that "to call a 
person 'a crank' is not in itself action- 
able." The learned judge adds that 
cranks "is not a word which, by its 
common moaning in tho English lan- 
guage, imports that a person lias been 
guilty of a crime. * * Tho word has no 
necessary defamatory meaning," Tlio 
plaifltiff, a lawyer, urgod that by call- 
ing him a crank tho Chicago Tribune 
hud placed him in tho same category 
as the assassin of President Garfield. 
Judge Blodgett rejected this argument 
by quoting tho definition of tlio term as 
given in the Imperial Dictionary. This 
decision is justilieil by the history of 
the word as just presented and by its 
origin. Guiteau was called a crank in 
the sense that ho was a fool of one idea, 
which upset his judgment and prevent- 
ed him from acting ivs should persons 
whoso minds arc not "twisted," who 
do not act whimsically, and whose 
movements are not like those of the 
crank in a children's show. — Boston 
Beacon.
